There were heresies, such as 
the Arian and Manichaean, in the: 
early ages of the True Church. 
They were not very well organ- 
ized, nor did they live long after 
they were condemned by Rome. 
The Baptist sect was founded by 
a certain Storch of Germany in 
the year 1522. He maintained 
that Baptism should be admin: 
istered only to believers, and aft- 
erwards his followers adopted 
immersion. This religion was in- 
troduced into America by an 
Englishman nated Roger Wil- 
liams, who, with his adherents, 
settled in Rhode Island, at Prov- 
idence, about the year 1698. 


Why do Catholies receive an- 
other name in Confirmation? 

Another name at Confirmation 
is not of obligation. When a 
Catholic is old enotigh and well 
informed enough to receive Con- 
firmation, he often has. a favorite 
Saint whom he wishes to imitate, 
and whose intercession he finds 
himself invoking frequently. At 
Baptism a name Was given the 
child, and now he is at liberty to 
select the Saint’s name of his 
own choice.
